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C. Whiting, L. Frost, E. Garfield, J. E. Holmes, A. T. Reed, W.
D. Bradford, H. M. Buttles and E. D. Gillis, their associates
and successors, are hereby made a body politic and corporate,
with perpetual succession, by the name of the ‘*Wisconsin Uni-
versalist Convention,’’ and by that name it shall be competent to
contract and be contracted with, sue and be sued, answer and
be answered unto, in all courts of law and equity; to have a
common seal, and to change the same at pleasure; to acquire
and hold, possess and enjoy, and to sell, convey and dispose of
property, both real and personal, * * * to be devoted ex-
clusively to the diffusion of the knowledge of christianity, by
means of publications, schools, missionary labors, or otherwise.

SeEcTION 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 206.
AN ACT to create section 1218—12a of the statutes, relating to
returns of taxes to the tax commission.
